Write were issued on Mondag for election in Alberta, the eleetion te 
be held in all the constituencies, except two, on June 7th, the nominations 
being one week earlier, or May 31. There will be two deferred elections, 
Athabasca and Pence River, the date of which will be &xed by the Returning 
OMeers. John A. Reid, Alberta agent in London, has been appointed return- 
ing officer for tne two seats at large, which will be open for soldiers serving 
overseas, 

In 11 of the 58 conftituencies, there will be no elections, the soldiers re- 
presenting these seats being declared re-elected by an Act passed at the Inet 
session, Twelve constituencies were included in the list named in the Act, 
but Lieut. Stauffer was killed in action subsequently, and an electien will be 
held in the Didsbury riding. 

Me cleetions will be held cither im Medicine Hat or Lethbridge.

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work} 
of the Microbe 


Milk turns sour because a little mi- 
crobe, known‘as the milk microbe, 
gets into it,.and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into an acid, 

If we could, keep milk entirely 
away from the air after the cow is 
milked, it would not turn sour, but 
as soon as it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constanthy 
in the air, drop into the milk. They 
are alive although invisible to the 
naked eye. If whengthey drop into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them:*to do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be évercome by keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to hecome warm, 
the microbe begins to work and the 
milk cannot be made sweet again. If 
the milk is boiled as soon or shortly 
after ive cow is ymilked the sugar in 
the milk is chanked in such a way 
that the microbe cannot feed upon 
it. This, however, does not imply 
that milk should always be boiled, as 
we know that that impairs its desir- 
ability as food.

After the in- 
surrection of 1863 nearly 50,000 Poles 
were sent at once to Siberia, From 
i880 till the ukase was issued 20,009 
persons a year suffered this fate.

life of outlaws in the forests, trying 
to get back to their homes. 

It is from such a “horror of the 
shade” that the emeute in Russia has 
released the pitiable rabble of per-

Systematic Way to Increase Crops 
in the Dominion 


The Canadian government is adopt. 
ing a very systematic way to increase 
the crops of the Domition, An of- 
ficial commission, compo of pro- 
fessors of diffeertn univ€rsities, has 
been appointed to visit. the high 
schools aad colleges and enlist boys 
for agricultural work during the sura- 
mer months, Attention will oe given 
the physical ability of the boys and 
they will sign, with tne consent of 
their parents, for six months’ service 
on the farms, A vecord will be kept 
of their work and efficiency, which 
will be credited to them the same as 
if it were in the regular classes in 
the schools and colleges. This looks 
like a pretty good scheme, not only 
to get intelligent farm workers, but 
for the real advantage of the boys. 
It was tried in a small way Sast year 
and the result was that the boys who 
worked on the farins outstripped in 
their studies those who remained in 
the schools. That fs the same sort 
ot record that has been made in some 
manual training schools where the 
boys who spent half of their time at 
work and the othes half at their stud. 
ies, tcok nearly all the scholastic 
prizes in the interschool contests, 
while they swept the platter almost 
clean in the athletic fields. If there 
could be a scheme invented that 
would put the large groups of boys 
who idle away their timé in the pool 
halls and on the streets out on the 
farms during the summer months, it 
would be of incalculable advantagg to 
them and their country.—Omaha 
World-Herald.

Mr. Gladstone was Prime Minister 
of, England when Prussia demanded 
from France the cession of Alsace 
and Lorfain, and he held very strong- 
ly that ‘the neutrals of the day 
should insist that the’ populations 
themselves should be first consulted. 
In trying to convert the foreign 
minister and his cabinet to his view, 
he wrote that “the throttling” of Al- 
sace and Lorrain without any 4at- 
tempt on the part of this country to 
save them, “will, in my opinion, be 
a standing reproach ‘to England.” 
The German proposal, he said in an- 
other letter to Lord Granville, “calls 
for the reprobation of Europe.” Af- 
ter his cabinet had refused to give 
the neutrals the lead which he desic- 
ed, he wrote: “I have an apprehen- 
sion that this violent laceration and 
transfer is to lead us from bad to 
worse, and to be the beginning of a 
new series of European complica- 
tions.” If Mr, Gladstone’s advice 
had been followed in 1870 the history 


of Europe since would have been 
more tranquil. — London Daily 
Chronicle.

AL FAILURE OF GERMAN 


How Canadians Meet Greatest Test 


of Manhood 


How do Canada’s sons ‘out here 
face death when it comes? asks ie 
° 
the Canadian Press. 

Everyone knows what honor they 
have brought to the Dominion by 
their courage in battle and their 
cheerfulness and adaptability in camp 
and field. ; 

What of the last and greatest test 
of manhood; the inevitable encounter 
that awaits us all, from which only 
the spirit can hope to emerge  vic- 
torious? 

Chaplains of the Canadian corps 
with whom I have spoken say with- 
out hesitation that Canada’s sons 
who pass out, in the field and in the 
ambulances and hospitals immediate- 
ly behind the front, die as bravely 
as they fight. 

“T have yet to hear one of these 
mortally wounded, men express fear 
of death,” said a chaplain who has 
knelt in the field by the side of dy- 
ing men wherever Canadians have 
fought—in the Ypres salient, on the 
Somme, at Festubert—and who 
wears the ribbon of the Military 
Cross—given for conspicuous valor.| 
“Most of them,” he’ added “have 
thought of the other side as men will 
who are confronted daily by death 
in many turns. In most cases mor- 
tally wounded men are mentally alert 
when they go out. I recall one 
young fellow with whom I . was 
speaking of spiritual things—both: of 
us knowing that he had but a few 
minutes to live—saying in answer to 
my assurance that it was into God's 
world he was passing: 

“*Tt will be most interesting to me 
to compare it with this.’ 

“Many of the men _ have _ little 
knowledge of creeds and_ religious 
observances, but I have met but one 
who did not understand the signifi- 
cance of the Cross, He had never 
been to Sunday school and it is on 
the lessons learnt there most of the 
men lean at the end. 

“They are ‘not given to self-pity. 
Thoughts of home and of the folk 
there, especially of the mother, are 
often the last in their consciousness. 
In one case I recall, a young chap 
was greatly distressed over the blank 
his death would leave in the life of 
his fiancee. The general note is that 
of unfaltering acceptance of the in- 
evitable.” 

Another chaplain, speaking of his 
ministrations to dying men, said: 
“We did not send over all the saints 
in Canada to do our share of the 
fighting. Some of our men have been 
hard cases, but I have'yet to hear 
one avow himself an infidel or an un- 
believer in a hereaftcr. The dying 
men have the instinct of immortali- 
ty,” ; 

The testimony of Canadian field 
chaplains as to how the men face the 
king of terrors is that of much ex- 
perience. ‘The sixty-five chaplains at 
present on dtity represent all the im- 
portant branches of the church: They 
labor together in the most complete 
harmony—Protestant and Catholic, 
Anglican and Methodist, Presbyter- 
ian and Baptist. ‘They hold services 
for the men in the ficld often under 
shell fire, comforteand-pray for the 
dying, write’ f4tters'to the relatives 
at home of'those ‘who pass out, and 
invadditign operate a system of can- 
tens and cinenra entertainments be- 
hint the lines a good; deal like that 
of ‘the Y.M.C.A., the ,ghief differ- 
ence being that the chaplains’ system 
is officially recognized,.and its  ac- 
counts audited by the army officials. 

The canteens are, of course, dry, 
and the things sold are largely sup- 
plementary eatables. T entertain- 
ershat the cinemas and the men who 


opdyate them are so sqected that 
thefe is no impairment }of fighting 


str@igth. Men out on leavg, or certi- 
fied as temporarily unfit, for the 
trenches are tstilized. N salaries 


are paid, and the profits are used to 
provide coffee behind the front dur- 
ing engagements, and , Thermos 
flasks with whith coffee and tea are 
conveyed to the wounded along the 
line of an advance and at the first- 
aid stations to which the ambulances 
cannot penctrate, Stationary, ‘sport- 
ing supplies and similar things not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplug. The to- 
tal turnover of this remarkably use- 
ful social service department con- 
ducted by the Canadian chaplains 
was over $100,000 in the three months 
ended December 31. The pgofits were 
about $16,000, and all of ‘them go 
back to the troops in the form of 
comforts,

The citadel by the Meuse has been 
for Germany a_ will-o’-the-wisp to 
lead her to folly and death. But as 
the weeks passed on it became for 
France also a watchword, an ori- 
flamme to which all eyes could turn, 
a mystic symbol of her resolution. 
lt was a sacred place and its warden- 
ship was the test of hery devotion. 
Mankind must have its @hrines, and 
that thing for wary h blood has 
beer spilt becomes Moly in our eyes. 
Over Verdun, as over Ypres, there 
will brood in history a strange aura, 
the effluence of .the supreme _ sacri- 
fice, the splendid resolution, the un- 
yielding fortitude of the tens of 
thousands who died before her gates.

Mr. W. F. Tye, C.E. 


In a paper presented to the Cana- 
dian Society of Civil Engineers ir. 
W.F. Tye, formerly Chief Engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific, gives a mas- 
terly analysis of the railway situation 
in this country, From his years of 
experience thinking and solving rail- 
way problems as-eqne of the out- 
standing railway engineers in Cana- 
da, Mr, Tye has had not only the 
attitude of the engineer, but that of 
the economist as well. 

Amongst Mr. Tye’s summarized 
conclusions are: 

The National Transcontinental, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern Railways are un- 
able to earn their operating expenses 
and their fixed charges, Canada has 
built, and is operating, the first of 
these roads, and Canada and _ thej| 
various provinces have guaranteed| 
the principal and interest of most of| 
the bonds of the other two. As the 
roads are unable to earn their fixed 
charges, they must, of necessity, be 
paid by the country. 

The failure of these roads is duc 
to the duplication of lines by all the 
railways, encouraged and bonused by 
the government; to the excessive 
cost of the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
National Transcontinental Railways; 
to the failure of the Grand) Trunk 
Pacific to provide itself with an ade- 
quate system of feeders in the West, 
and to the construction, by the Can- 
adian Northern, of the long and un- 
productive stretches of road across 
British Columbia and Northern On- 
tario, without feeders, terminals, cic. 

lf these railways are to be main- 
tained in two separate systems, it 
will. cost at Icast $400,000,000. It 
will be necessary to build five or six 
thousand miles of feeders in the 
West, and two or three thousand 
miles of feeders in the East, and ter- 
minals costing many millions. 

A consolidation of the Grand 
Trunk, the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
Transcontinental and Canadian} 
Northern Railways would give a 
well-balanced system. Such a com- 
bination would not require more than 
$100,000,000 to put it in proper phy- 
sical condition. 

Including operating ‘expenses and 
fixed charges, it costs the Canadian 
Pacific about $70 to do $100 worth of 
business, and it costs the Intercol- 
onial and the other Canadian govern- 
iment roads from $200 to $220 tq do 
$100 worth of business, 

Canada should follow the wise ex- 
ample set by Sir John Macdonald 
when dealing with the Canadian Pa- 
cific in 1879-80, and form a new pri- 
vate corporation with sufficient pow- 
er and the necessary safeguards, to 
take over and consolidate the Grand 
Trunk, Grand Trunk Pacific, Trans- 
continental and Canadian Northern} 
Kailways, and develop another Can-

_Thirty-two months have passed 
since the first German soldier cross- 
ed the Belgian frontier and by his 
crossing opened a breach in the wall 
of civilization through which wave 
after wave of barbarism has entered. 
We are‘nearly three years away 
from the moment when Germany 
elected to put into play all that vast 
machinery she had prepared over a 
generation, to employ all those colos- 
sal plans she had made to’ achieve 
that world power of which Bernhardi 
Wrote and German leaders dreamed. 


And now, after these months, how 
much of all the German ambitions 
has been realized? Belgium was 
struck down that Germany might 
get at once at the throat of France, 
and today German troops in France 
are retreating, while France remains 
unconquered and a million Germans 
lie buried between the Meuse and

To overawe Belgium German 
troops acting under orders perform- 
ed their sordid task of ruthlessness 
in Louvain; they slaughtered child- 
ren, outraged women, murdered old 
men; they turned the city into a 
shambles—and after thirty-two 
months the soul of Belgium. remains

Hundreds of Women Who Went to 
England Returned to 
Canada 
When it is possible to write it, one 
of the most interesting chapters of 


war history will describe how Cana- 
dian women and children in England, 


who for many reasons would have 
been much’ better off in their own

A great’ effort towards effecting 
this has just#been accomplished by 
the British and Canadian authorities,
